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Authorities suspect foul play in the 
case of a missing Enterprise man

Local law enforcement authorities 
now suspect foul play in the case of 
a missing Enterprise man. Wayne 
Douglas Bryan’s whereabouts have 
not been known since Saturday, De- 
cember 16, 1995, 

In a joint press conference called 
by the 12th Judicial Circuit District 
Attorney's Office and the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department, Chief 
DA Investigator Bruce Devane stat- 
ed, “based on the time element and 
circumstances surrounding Bryan's 
disappearance is why we're highly 
suspicious of foul play - at this 
time,” 

Sheriff Ben Moates added, “It’s 
justa gut feeling.” 

A missing persons complaint con- 
ceming the whereabouts of Bryan, 
age 51, was filed by family members 
on December 16, 1995, 

He is described as a white male, 
approximately S'-11" in height and 
weighing between 185 and 200 
pounds with brown hair and eyes. 

Bryan was last seen wearing a 
light blue and navy flannel shirt, 
blue jeans and ankle high suede 
boots. 

Authorities were advised that Mr. 
Bryan was at a worksite located on 
Cotfee County Road 511 just west of 
New Brockton. Reportedly, he was 
converting some old chicken houses 
to use in raising quail. Although he 
was not personally observed at the 
site, a neighbor reported hearing 
hammering. 

Family members discovered his 
truck and other personal items at the 
worksite late Friday afternoon. They 
reported that he was last seen at ap- 
proximately noon on Friday, Decem- 
ber 15th, when he had lunch with his 
wife, Evelyn, 

The investigation into Bryan's 
disappearance is continuing by the 
sheriff's department and other state 
agencies. 

Authorities would be very inter- 
ested in talking to anyone who was 
traveling along Co. Rds. 511, 514 
and 515 on Friday or Saturday, De- 
cember 15 and 16. 

Both a ground search and air 
search have been made of the area 
where Bryan was last thought to 
have been. 

Family and friends of Mr. Bryan 
are offering a reward of up to 
$10,000.00 for information leading 
to the discovery or whereabouts of 
Mr. Bryan,

Mr. Alton Jernigan of Jack has 
seen many changes in his ninety 
years, but for the most part he has 
lived a life that has remained re- 
markably unchanged. Mr, Jernigan 
moved to the Jack Community at 
the age of two and lived on what 
was then known as the Jackson 
Bridge Road. It is now known as the 
Lowery Creek Road. He lived with 
his parents until they passed away 
and has never married. 

Mr. Jernigan has lived his life 
much like his parents and grandpar- 
ents probably lived; he used mules 
to plow his fields and has used 
many nineteenth century tolls in his 
day-to-day work. Mr, Jernigan has 
become well-known for his ability 
to work with both wood and metal 
and many of his neighbors, who 
love and cherish him personally, 
also brought many projects to him 
because of his skill and craftsman- 
ship in those forms of art which are 
quickly being lost or forgotten with 
his generation. One of the biggest 
projects Mr. Jernigan has undertak- 
cn was the restoration of his par- 
ents’ home, which he moved to its 
present location using mules to pull 
the house and logs to allow the 
house to roll. For many years, he 
raised hogs, cows, and bees and 
used honey as the main sweetener in 
his food. 

At the age of eighty, Mr. Jerni- 
gan was no longer able to take on 
the amount of work he had been do- 
ing and so he allowed some ‘mod- 
erm" conveniences to be brought 
into his home. He now has a gas 
Stove and heater and a television. 
Many people have wondered if his 
stress-free life might not be one of 
the reasons he has lived for so long.
